Two sun-spoU or "sun dogs" were 
plainly visible In this section last 

night in the west and this morning 
in the east. Sun spots aro dark 
patches on the sun, varying In slie 
from a minute telescopic Object to 
vast areas visible to the naked eye 
and thousands of miles in diameter. 
Sun-spoto have an inuresting history. 
Galileo was charged with blasphemy 
because he called attention to them, 
and Stanley .levons, the British eco- 
nomist advaiieeii the theory that sun- 
spots and money-panics had some re- 
lation to each other. Certain It Is 
that the well-known "cycle" of sun- 
spots and "cycle" of panlcsjiaye been, 
In the past at least, coincident. The 
regular' period of sun-spots is about 
eleven years, that Is, every eleven 
years the spots on the sun arc abun- 
dant and in the intermediate time they 
decrease In number and even vanish. 
The same has been true of panics. The 
great sun-spot of March 6, 1873, was 
100,UOO miles across. In this terrific 
cacem tour planeu each as large as 
our earth could have been swallowed 
up. The year 1906 was a maximum 
year for sun-spoU, but Jevon's law 
seemed to have failed, except in Eng- 
land, wliere. during that year, the 
nost painful Industrial depression 
was experienced. 

The causes of these remarkable ap- 
pearances on the sun's surface are 
not known, although It Is pretty cer- 
tain that they are really comparative- 
ly ehallow depreifsions on the photO' 
sphere, the darkness being due to the 
absorption of light occasioned by th« 
lower temperature within the depres 
sion. .Numerous .spots appear to grow 
and disappear, lasting from only a 
few hours to many months. A great 
group of smaller spots often coalesce 
and form a great spot. That they 
have some connection with the sun's 
rotation on its axis Is shown by the 
relation of the spot zone to the equa- 
tor, being most numerous in latitudes 
from 15 degrees to 20 degrees. It has 
been held that the aurora borealis, or 
lorthern lights, are caused by sun 
spots, and on several occasions un 
usual disturbances of- this kind in the 
sun have Been accMipanied by start 
ling magnetic i|nd electric storms on 
the earth. 1

It's all very well for us to preach and practice neutrality toward 

Austrin-IIuiigury, Biilgariu and Turkey. Wwi uiil'ortuiinti'ly tliose 
countries are neither preaching nor practicing neutrality toward us. 

The moment we begin participating actively in the conflict we 
shall discover llial tlicy 'o all intonts and purposes, our enemies 
in the same sense us tliu tiermaus are. They are all fighting the same 
war, for the same purposes, under the leadership of the German 
Kaiser. The doniaiu of Prussianisni extends from tlu- .North Sea 
to Mesopotamia. All the governments and peoples of tliut far-Hung 
realm of frightfulness are bavded against us in a criminal league 
to steal, murder and destroy. 

They are not merely enemies of eivilizution in general. As will- 
ing tools of HohenzoUemism, they are active enemies of America. 
Every Austrian or Hulgnrian or Turkisii soldier in the lield on any 
front is releasing u German soldier to light against us. And- before 
we have been long in the war, our troops wilt almost certainly face 
Austrians, Bulgarians and Turks on the hatlle front. 

There's another aspect, too, that should not he overlooked, To- 
day the American people stand amazed and scandalized at the camu- 
lative proof of (Icvman diplomatie perlidy against this eounfry com- 
mitted while we were still at peace with (iermany. Today the diplo- 
matic representatives of two of Oermany's allies are still in Wash- 
ington, enjoying the .safe freedom that Hernstort^' enjoyed when he 
was filling the land with .spies and lirilies.

Orleans to catch these steamers; so
